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STATE OF SOUTH AUSTRALIA 
FACTORY STATISTICS, YEAR 1955-56 


GENERAL. For statistical purposes, a "Factory" is defined as any 
factory, workshop or mill employing four hands or more, or less 
than four where power-driven machinery is used in manufacturing, 
repairing or assembling. 


Aggregates of the principal items of factory statistics 
shown beluw indicate that the manufacturing activities during 1955- 
1956 were the greatest in the history of the State. Fluctuations 
in prices, however, should be considered when comparing money values. 
In the text, figures for 1954-55 are shown in parenthesis. 


NUMBER OF FACTORIES. These numbered 3,908 (30s increase 158. 


EMPLOYEES. The average number of persons employed over the whole 
year was 92,589 (89,565) increase 3,024. While the total employees 
was a record and also the number of male employees 76,144 (73,714), 
yet the number of female employees 16,445 (15,851) was below the 
record of 19,958 who were employed during the peak war year 1942-3. 


SALARIES AND WAGES. The total amount paid was £76,237,453 
(£70,373,635) increase £5,863,818. Male employees received 
668,213,549 (£62,942,572) or an average per employee of £925 (£883). 
Memale employees received £8,023, 90 ($7,431,063) or an average of 
£497 (S477). 


MATERIALS AND FUBL. The cost of materials totalled SHC yo Omot 
(£169,135,860) and fuel, etc. £12,829,976 (£12,897,443). Several of 
the major fuel consuming factories changed from coal to oil which 
caused the heavy decrease in the quantity of coal used. The quantity 
of fuel oil increased by 88,343 tons whilst that of coal decreased 
by 151,509 tons. 


OUTPUT VALUE. The gross value of output was £316,961,412 
(293,061,015), increase £23,900,397. There are 138 slassified 
individual industries. Of these, 98 showed increased output value 
whilst 4O recorded decreases 


Industries with greatest increases were Motor Bodies Plant 
and Equipment, Wool and Cotton Textiles, Sawmills, Jam and Fruit 
Preserving, Joinery, Fertilisers (Chemical), Pipes and Tubes (Ferrous) 
Chemicals and Medicines. A large decrease was noted in Woolscouring 
and Fellmongering. 


PRODUCTION VALUE, The value of output does not give a true indica- 
tion of the value of factory production, primarily because of 
duplication between industries. A better measure of value of work 
done in factories is obtained by deducting from the value of output, 
the cost of raw materials, containers, power, fuel, light, oil, water, 
tools replaced and repairs to plant. The net result thus obtained 
represents the value added in the process of manufacture. The total 
was £120,935,925 (£111,027, 712), which showed an increase of 
£9,908,213 or 8.92%. 


PREMISES AND PLANT. The value recorded for Land and Buildings was 
BH, 555,212 ea whilst Plant and Machinery totalled 
£63,596,650 (£52,144,719). stimated values for rented premises 


and plant have been included in these figures. 


COMPARISON WITH 1948-39. Compared with the pre-war year 1938-39, 
factories have increased from 2,067 to 3,908, employees from 43,371 
to 92,589, value of output from £35,005,264 to £316,961,412, value 
tf production from £13,678,930 to £120,935,925 and value of land, 
buildings plant and machinery from £18,460,379 to £111,949,862.
